3 Choices 
On How to

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


President Nixon soon will 
make a decision on the na- 
tion's goals in space, choosing 
from three alternatives—in- 
cluding two that would put 
Americans on Mars in the 
1980s. 


All three choices, made 


public 
Wednesday 
by the 


White House, foresee devel- 
opment-of a space station and 
a resuable earth - to - orbit 
shuttle vehicle. 


Under the first and most 


expensive option, the annual 


cost would climb steadily 
from the current $4 billion 
to between $8 billion and $10 
billion for each fiscal year 
from 19'0 through 1980 for 
a total of $78.2 billion. The 
Mars landing would be in 1982. 


The second and third al- 


ternatives would keep the 
annual cost at $4 billion the 
next two fiscal years, rising to 
a peak of $5.7 billion in 1976. 
The second option, which en- 
visions a Mars landing in 1986, 
would then rise to a peak of 
$8 billion a year in the early 
1980s, with an 11-year total of 
$57.5 billion. Option three 


would require a funding of 
$5.1 billion in the first 11 
years.

The differences in the time- 


table between options one and 
two can be seen in this 
comparison: Space station in 
earth orbit, 1976 and 1977; 50- 
man space base in earth 
orbit, 1980 and 1984. a 100- 
man space base in earth 
orbit, 1985 and 1989; a lunar 
orbitting station. 
1978 and 


1981; 
a lunar surface base. 


1980 and 1983; initial Mars 
expedition, 1983 and 1986. 


Option three would have the 


same timetable as option two,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Drug 


abuse is primarily a medical 
and social problem made worse 
by severe laws with harsh man- 
datory penalties, say two lead- 
ing federal experts. 


They urged Congress Wednes- 


day to abolish all mandatory 
sentences for possession and use 
of marijuana. 


One of toe witnesses, Dr. Sid- 


ney Cohen, head of the drug 
abuse section of the National In- 


stitute of Mental Health, went 
so far as to recommend the pos- 
session of marijuana—and such 
hallucinogens as LSD—be dealt 
with as misdemeanors, not fe- 
lonies. 


The institute's head, Dr. Stan- 


ley F. Yolles, said that in terms 
of ruined lives, the penalties for 
using marijuana are far worse 
than the substance they were 
meant to control 


The present law—which pro- 


vides sentences up to 40 years 
for some offenses—has no provi- 
sion for probation or parole in 
any cases except a first-offense 
conviction for possession of nar- 
cotics, marijuana or dangerous 
drugs.

Nixon Falls Deeper Into f he Vietnam Trap 


Once more President Nixon has tried 


for a happy compromise in his announce- 
ment that 35,000 more American troops 
would be brought home from Vietnam by 
the middle of December. 


It's difficult to determine whether the 


withdrawals are aimed so much at empha- 
sizing that the South Vietnamese must take 
over their war and that the conflict must be 
de-Americanized — President Nixon's an- 
nounced intention — or only to quell the 
once more growing opposition at home, 
especially on the nation's campuses. There 
may be two other considerations: one that 
the President Nixon wants to demonstrate 
further to the North Vietnamese his hopes 
to decrease the level of fighting to 
encourage more successful negotiations in 
Paris, and conversely, that the withdrawals 
will be slow until South Vietnam has a real 
fighting force which will make negotiations 
more difficult for Hanoi. 


However, the way in which the latest 


withdrawals were announced, combined 
with the differences over the cease-fire, are 
quite likely to convince the North Vietnam- 
ese and National Liberation Front that the 
longer the war drags along, the worse are 
going to be the relations between Washing- 
ton and Saigon. The Hanoi position in Paris 
has made a coalition, temporary govern- 
ment replacing the current Thieu-Ky 
regime as a pre-requisite to a permanent 
cease-fire. Up to now President Nixon, like 
President Johnson, has appeared to back 
completely the present Saigon rule. Despite 
denials in Washington, it is clear that the 
failure of President Thieu to broaden the 
appeal of his government through recent 
Cabinet changes, the dispute over the cease- 
fire and then Vice President Nguyen Van 
Ky's announcement in Saigon of the 
planned American withdrawals 
before 


President Nixon had said a word about 
them have all increased the antagonism. It 
may well appear to the leaders in Hanoi 
that the chances for a unilateral American 


withdrawal or some sort of overthrow of 
the Thieu regime are improving. 


Theie has also been a certain amount of 


confusion over Washington statements and 
orders lately that seem to indicate some- 
thing less than agreement within the 
Administration. The cease-fire reports try- 
ing to show unanimity were ridiculous to 
anyone reading between the lines of official 
communiques. The heavy bombing by B-52s 
right after the end of the Communist 
announced cease-fire, then the 36 hour 
moratorium and the resumption of the 
raids make little sense at all. We may 
suspect too that had it not been for Vice 
President Ky's announcement, President 
Nixon might have preferred to tell of 
proposed troop withdrawals in combination 
with reported planned recommendations on 
the draft. A package series of policy 
changes might have more of a chance of 
soothing the anti-war groups. 


Moreover, it is the continued high level 


of American casualties for a cause that a 
great many Americans feel to be wrong or 
in any case a lost one that stimulates the 
opposition. The supreme commander in 
Vietnam. General Abrams, is reportedly 
firmly opposed to withdrawing more Amer- 
ican combat troops until the South Vietnam- 
ese have ably demonstrated their own 
ability in the field. Since he makes the 
decision as to which troops are to leave, 
that is almost sure to mean that support 
groups, rather than infantry, will be going 
and the casualties will not decrease. 


Former President Johnson, a master 


politician, became the unwilling captive of 
the war he was going to win in a hurry. 
Right now it appears that President Nixon 
may become a prisoner as well even 
through his announced intention is to get 
out of Vietnam with an "honorable" peace. 
That intention and his statement that he 
had a plan to get us out are reasons he was 
elected last November. So far the progress 
has been minimal. 


Tfte Middle East Crisis Deepens 


To the outsider concerned about peace 


in the world and the fear that any conflict 
can spread, there is an immense feeling of 
helplessness over the situation in the 
Middle East. 


In the last ten days the border 


skirmishes between Arabs and Israelis have 
increased in number and fury. 
Arab 


teenagers have set off bombs in Israeli 
diplomatic buildings in other countries 
while Arab guerrillas conduct raids across 
the Suez. Israel armored units have been 
attacking back and there have been a 
number of dog fights among jets. The 
Arabs do not want peace nor do they want 
to have to recognize the state of Israel. But 
the Arabs are not equipped to fight an all- 
out war with Israel so they stick to the 
guerrilla attacks. The Israelis presumably 
do not want war but they retaliate too fast 
to the Arab needles and so decrease the 
chances that the moderate Arab leaders 
will gain in stature. 


In fact just the opposite appears to be 


happening. A moderate King was over- 
thrown by the left wing in Libya. There 
was a reported move against Saudi Arabia's 
conciliatory leader and an attempted coup. 
Even in Tunisia, the realistic President 
Bourguiba felt threatened enough by 
extremist elements that he dismissed from 
his government the most liberal member to 
try to deter opposition. King Hussein must

at least pay lip service to the extremists in 
Jordan. And President Nasser of Egypt 
seems to have emerged at last where he 
has tried so hard to be, as a major leader in 
much of the Arab land. He seems less 
inclined than a year ago to find a means of 
peace and agreement in the Middle East. 


A major danger in the continued 


conflict is that the United States and the 
Soviet Union may be dragged in on 
opposite sides. Already Russia has been 
supplying the Arab nations of Egypt and 
Syria with modern weapons while the 
United States has resumed sales of arms to 
Israel in an effort to balance the strength 
while at the same time some 
arms 


agreement with Jordan has been maintain- 
ed. 


Not only the United States but the 


United Nations is pledged to the survival of 
Israel as a nation since it was the U. N. 
which created it. But at this time there 
seems to be no way of convincing the Arabs 
that they are not going to get back the 
Israeli lands and even many Arab leaders 
are losing control over the extremist 
guerrilla movements. 


About all that can be done is to 


encourage the Israelis not to react too 
violently to the raids while maintaining a 
balance of military power in the Middle 
East. 


Bernadette Devlin, the Catholic member 


of Parliament from Protestant-dominated 
Ulster, came to the United States recently 
on a personal campaign to raise $1 million 
for the relief of Catholic victims of 
discrimination in Northern Ireland. But 
after appearances in major cities across the 
country Miss Devlin went home with only 
about 10 per cent of that goal, $95,000. 


Actually, 
$95,000 is a respectable 


amount for one young woman to raise in a 
flying trip around the country, and while 


we are happy she was rewarded to this 
extent we cannot be sorry she didn't 
achieve her announced goal. 


Many foreigners look to the United 


States as a country where money grows on 
trees. Miss Devlin now must have a more 
realistic appraisal of our largesse. We hope 
she comes to the eventual conclusion that 
the problems of Northern Ireland will be 
solved, if ever, by the people of Northern 
Ireland And no amount of United States 
dollars will really be of much help.

Referred to as 'Her'?

When you roll into a gas 


station and command the at- 
tendant to "Fill 'er up," it 
probably doesn't occur to you 
as being strange that you 
refer to your automobile's gas 
tank as "her." 


This is' because the tank is a 


part of another "her" — the 
car itself, which is invariable 
designated as feminine. So is a 
ship, a train, a plane, and 
even a toboggan. 


English, of course, is one of 


the few Latinized languages 
which does not have masculine 
and feminine genders for all 
objects. In the French and 
Italian, every noun is either 
masculine or feminine; in the 
German, there are neuter 
nouns as well. 


These grammatical genders 


have nothing to do with real 
sex, and never have had — in 
Latin, for instance, both "sail- 
or" and "farmer" are in the 
feminine, although these are 
wholly masculine occupations. 


When I first thought of this 


curiosity, it seemed that Eng- 
lish might refer to ships and 
cars as "she" because of our 
lack of grammatical genders. 
Then it occurred to me that 
the French do the same — 
even when the object is nor- 
mally in the masculine. 


For i n s t a n c e , the word 


"ship" in French is masculine 
— but in referring to any 
specific ship, it becomes femi- 
nine, like "La Liberte." The 
crack French train, the Golden 
Arrow, would normally be 
masculine, but because it is 
the name of a train, it also is 
designated with a "la." 


There must be some psycho, 


logical need that corresponds 
to this grammatical twist, 
although I have spent several 
hours of pleasant research in 
books on linguistics, and can- 
not find even a recognition of 
the subject 


The only tentative reason I 


can assign to this freakishness 


is the masculine feeling that 
certain objects of motion pos- 
sess a grace and a beauty that 
seem feminine. 


And, since language is gen-

erally regulated by men, this 
habit of speech would tend to 
become a part of accepted 
usage. 


Men obtain a keen pleasure 


out of owning or controlling 
vehicles on land, sea or air; 
and perhaps this pleasure is 
somehow comparable to that 
of possessing and subduing a 
beautiful and elusive woman. 
Or perhaps the whimsicality 
and occasional unreliability of 
such vehicles remind men of 
the variability of feminine 
behavior. This is a matter not 
for the grammarians, but for 
the deeper students of human 
motivations.
